The City Council met in 
regular session with Mayor 
Severin L. Sorensen absent 
and Vice-Mayor Abernethy 
in the chair. 

Roll call, approval of the 
minutes and the passing of 
Resolution 2007 paying $28,- 
892.54 in warrants was the 
first order of business. 

Demolish 

The continuation of the 
hearing for the removal of 
substandard structures, saw 
Resolution 2014 passed or¬ 
dering the shed at 444 Stur- 
tevant Drive and a house at 
480 Foothill to be de¬ 
molished. 

District 81 

Resolution No. 2001 was 
approved and passed which 
created Sewer District 81. 
Resolution 2008 and 2009 
were passed which was the 
ordering of the work and the 
calling for bids on said dis¬ 
trict. The call for bids to be 
published in the September 
5 issue of the News. 

Without Ughts 

The elimination of street 
lighting for tract 28192 (Lil- 
liano tract) showed that the 
Council upheld the decision 
of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion, that with underground 
utilities and the provision 
of individual lighting out¬ 
lets for each home, and the 
additional expense involved 
with underground utilities 
that this tract be approved 
without street lighting. 

Routine 

Mrs. Clayton’s letter want¬ 
ing additional relief from 
Sewer District 75 assess¬ 
ment was rejected on the 
grounds that a hearing was 
held, and all objections 
overuled, excepting those 
corrected. 

The Police Department 
was granted the privilege of 
closing the Santa Anita road 
during extreme fire hazard¬ 
ous periods not to exceed 
two days period at any one 
time. 

The Lions Club was grant¬ 
ed permission to erect a sign 
at the corner of Michillinda 
and Sierra Madre Blvd. but 
the city declined participa¬ 
tion in its expense, now or 
hereafter. 

Police 

Richard J. Maloney re¬ 
ceived appointment to the 
Police Department, pending 
his physical examination, 
and the Police Chief was 
given permission to seek 
examinations for sergeant 
from the ranks to fill the 
vacancy of Hi Embree. 

Appraiser Hired 

Mr. Tim Holabird, ap¬ 
praiser, was hired at the 
rate of $100 per day for a 
period not to exceed 25 days 
for the purpose of appraisal 
on Windsor Lane, Civic Cen¬ 
ter, Suffolk Avenue and 
other appraisal work 
deemed necessary at this 
time. 

The Volkoff appeal of var¬ 
iance denial was set for 
hearing at the regular meet, 
ing of September 24, and a 
letter read from an apart¬ 
ment owner objecting to the 
high water rates was read 
with no consideration given. 

Taxation 

Resolution 2011 and 2012, 
defining the money to be 
raised by taxation and the 
setting of the tax rate at 
$1,765 were approved and 
ordered published in the 
September 5 issue of the 
News.

There are some people in 
this world that might spend 
their whole life without 
cooking over an open flame, 
or sleeping on the ground 
with the stars for a ceiling. 
They might not even realize 
the solitude and stillness of 
outside plumbing. They may 
never know the ritual of 
pumping up a Coleman lan¬ 
tern to light the way at 
night, or taking a cold water 
bath in the ocean. They may 
never realize the primitive 
comforts one has to earn 
when one goes camping and 
the sweet joy of survival 
from day to day. What’s 
more, they might not even 
care. There are times when 
I think even old rugged me 
wouldn’t of cared if I had to 
survive under the conditions 
I willfully dragged my fam¬ 
ily into this past week. 

In our camp there were 
eleven other families, most¬ 
ly from this area that were 
searching out the same sim¬ 
plicity and privacy that our 
forefathers may have had 
with just a few more of the 
modern comforts. 

We camped in a lonely 
spot right on the black 
sands of Baja California, 
away from electric lights, 
running water, and tele¬ 
phones. True we substituted 
cars and trailers or tents for 
the covered wagons of yes¬ 
teryear, but the roads we 
passed were rough enough 
to remind us of our heritage. 
We had no fear of enemy at¬ 
tack, but for city bred folk, 
our camp was remarkably 
laid out and ready for al¬ 
most any onslaught. 

When we reached the 
camp “en-caravan” with the 
Muellers — Dr. Bob, Nancy, 
Stevo, and Melissa, in one 
wagon, the Smiths — Jim, 
Jane, and Duncan, in the 
second, the Armstrongs — 
Aikman, Sallie, Kit, Hank, 
Janet Price and Dana Fricke 
in the third, and we the 
Maurins—Ernie, Toni, Paul, 
Sherri, Debbie, and Eric, in 
the last, we were greeted 
with shouts of joy and a 
cervesa by the Golds- 
worthys — Charles, Chris, 
Nancy, and Charlie, the 
Richards — A1 and Margu- 
rite and their nephew, Bruce 
Birdsell, the Morgridges — 
Howard (known as Mo to his 
friends, Alice, Susan, and 
Gail Thompson, and lastly, 
the Holmes — George, Jane, 
Doug, and Bob Anderson. 

Such a business you never 
saw in all of your born 
days. Kids, cars, trailers, 
confusion everywhere you 
looked, and there in the dis¬ 
tance the surf pounding 
with absolute emerald 
splendor. Within an hour, 
somehow, the camp seemed 
to get set up. There were 
fire burnings in the various 
family fire pits, and dinner 
was already becoming a 
positive fact. Each camp had 
a small cabana. By that I 
mean a small roof and back 
windbreak, and out of this 
small structure emerged our 
homes for a week. We 
struck tents for sleeping and 
dressing. We designated out¬ 
side wash rooms, laundry 
rooms for hanging of wet 
suits, yes, we even had out¬ 
side larders. We imported 
all of our water for drinking 
and cooking, plus all of our 
own refrigeration. None of 
the ice water was wasted be¬ 
cause it was boiled to do 
dishes. 

Every meal was planned 
to give a well balanced diet, 
and believe me it was a de-

lightful challenge to provide 
palatable and attractive 
meals for absolutely fam¬ 
ished families three times a 
day without benefit of oven 
and unlimited supplies at a 
corner grocery store. The 
fire pit proved to be a lux¬ 
ury we here-to-fore ignored 
except as a handy bar-b- 
que. There is nothing quite 
so tasty as baked potatoes 
that have been baked right 
in the coals of a fire. Gr 
corn, steamed in its own 
husks right in the fire. Or 
meat roasted, not broiled, 
but roasted, in the fire. 

After a hearty meal and a 
community sing, with chil¬ 
dren gathering together in 
their groups and the adults 
gravitating in theirs, we 
bedded the young ones down 
under the stars, and the 
dads an moms trotted down 
to the shore to go racing 
thru the sand with the stars 
twinkling at our bare feet. 
Yes I mean it, now I know 
what is meant by catch a 
falling star and put it in 
your pocket. The ocean was 
phosphorescent and each 
white capped wave glowed 
in the moonless night like a 
silver streak. The sand was 
literally touched with stars 
and each step left a streak 
of twinkling lights. The 
milkyway was close enough 
to fill your cup and the ar¬ 
ray of stars and planets 
were like sugar plums ready 
to be plucked. You can’t buy 
this kind of beauty, you 
have to seek it out. 

Daytimes we relaxed on a 
practically unin habited 
beach, or ran along the 
shore to examine the marine 
life in the tide pools. Sea 
anemones, baby crabs and 
lobsters, and those tiny little 
hermit crabs carrying some¬ 
one else’s home on their 
backs, sea urchins, clams, 
snails, abalone, tiny fish. 
All there to see and discover, 
a tiny corner of the world 
that man hadn’t improved 
over nature. 

Later on in the week the 
Holmes left camp and Bob 
and Sara Anderson came 
down to oversee the boys 
and to join our group.
